During our studies of the Japanese Brassica¬ 
ceae with Dr. Ihsan Al-Shehbaz, Missouri 
Botanical Garden, we found an unrecorded spe- 
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cies of Nasturtium, N. microphyllum Boenn. ex 
Rchb. from Japan. The species (Figs. 1, 2), in¬ 
digenous to Europe, has been naturalized in C. 
and W. Asia, Africa, N. and S. America. 
Different features from those of N. officinale are 
the uniseriate arrangement of the seeds in each 
locule (Fig. 2B), moderately to minutely reticu¬ 
late testa with more than 100 areoles on each side 
(Fig. 2A), and the width of matured fruits ranging 
0.8-1.2 (-1.8) mm.
